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DETAILED ACTION 
Reissue Applications 
Inventorship 

1 . This application is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .1 72(a) as lacking the written 
consent of all assignees owning an undivided interest in the patent. The consent of the 
assignee must be in compliance with 37 CFR 1.172. See MPEP § 1410.01. 

A proper assent of the assignee in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .1 72 and 3.73 is 
required in reply to this Office action. 

Oath/Declaration 

2. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails 
to contain a statement that all errors which are being corrected in the reissue application 
up to the time of filing of the oath/declaration arose without any deceptive intention on 
the part of the applicant. See 37 CFR 1.175 and MPEP § 1414. This was also noted in 
the non-final rejection mailed on 4/30/2010. 

Specification 

All related reissue application are required to be identified in a reissue 
application. MPEP 1451- the reissue application must identify each of the related 
reissue applications and their family relationship within the family of reissue 
applications. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 139-143 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim elements "module configured to" in claims 139 - 143 are means (or step) 
plus function limitation that invokes 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. However, the 
written description fails to disclose the corresponding structure, material, or acts for the 
claimed function. 

Applicant is required to: 

(a) Amend the claim so that the claim limitation will no longer be a means (or 
step) plus function limitation under 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph; or 

(b) Amend the written description of the specification such that it expressly 
recites what structure, material, or acts perform the claimed function without introducing 
any new matter (35 U.S.C. 132(a)). 

If applicant is of the opinion that the written description of the specification 
already implicitly or inherently discloses the corresponding structure, material, or acts so 
that one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize what structure, material, or acts 
perform the claimed function, applicant is required to clarify the record by either: 

(a) Amending the written description of the specification such that it expressly 
recites the corresponding structure, material, or acts for performing the claimed function 
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and clearly links or associates the structure, material, or acts to the claimed function, 
without introducing any new matter (35 U.S.C. 132(a)); or 

(b) Stating on the record what the corresponding structure, material, or acts, 
which are implicitly or inherently set forth in the written description of the specification, 
perform the claimed function. For more information, see 37 CFR 1 .75(d) and MPEP §§ 
608.01(0) and 2181. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, 
or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claim 246 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because claim 246 represents a claim that 
does not fall within one of the four statutory categories of invention. Since the claimed 
machine readable medium may be software carried on a wave, the claim as a whole 
can be considered to be only a carrier wave which is not a "process", "machine" or 
"article of manufacture". 

The claim may be amended by changing "machine readable medium" to -- non- 
transitory machine readable medium --, thus excluding that portion of the scope 
covering transitory signals. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Applicant's arguments filed on 7/30/2010 are persuasive and the absence of 
references that clearly teach the invention set forth in the claims. 

Claims 68- 97, 99-1 03, 1 05 - 1 43 and 246 - 247 are allowable over the prior arts of 
record.
